“The aim of the new act is to bring 
the Indians, by progressive steps, in- 


_|to a position of social, political and 


economic equality with other Cana- 
dians,” the minister added. 

Some of the changes: 

1. Indian bands now can be author- 
ized to have, complete control over 
the spending of band and land rev- 
enue money. 

2. The right to vote in band coun; 
cil elections is extended to Indian 
women. 

3. Loans, previously restricted to 
the purchase of farming .and fishing 
equipment and kindred needs; now 
can be granted for the purchase of 
motor ‘cars, fencing materials, gas 
and oil, repairs and -for the. payment 
of wages. 

4, Special schools will be estab- 
lished in some cases for the instruc- 
tion of Indian children living off re- 
serves, In other cases, arrangements 


will be made to make, Indian children |' 
trained in regular municipal schools.:

Claims Wonder 
Drug Will Cure 


{Smut In Grain 


EDMONTON.—A —A University of 


.|Alberta scientist has discovered’ 


that antibiotics — the wonder 
drugs which cure a host of, hu- 
man diseases—also cure’ diseas- 
éd crops. ° 

The scientist—Dr. A. W. Henry— 
told farmers attending the annual 
university plant science. department 
visitors’ day that actidione will cure 
smut in grains. 

Actidione is produced from the 

same organisms which produces 
streptoniycin, an antibiotic used in 
curing many human diseases. 
. Dr. Henry said he soaked smut- 
diseased oats in a solution of 10 parts 
of actidione to 1,000,000 parts of 
water. 

None of the treated oats showed 
smut. 

Dr. Henry used farmer's seed drill 
samples of oats. collected by district 
agriculturists. He said 90 per cent. 
of several hundred samples collected 


were diseased with smut. 


“The project still is in an experi- 
mental stage,” Dr. Henry said, “but 
it shows complete control of oat 
smut—one of the most difficult of 
plant diseases. to control by seed 
treatment.” 

He said antibiotics would be much 
safer to use than mercury compounds 
which many farmers now use. , 


Alberta‘’s Crop 
Of Alfalfa Hit 
By Black Stem 


. LETHBRIDGE, Alta:—Plant path- 
ologists said that a disease known 
as black stem of alfalfa is more seri- 
ous than usual this year because of 
wet weather. 

E. J. Hawn of the Dominion Lab- 
oratory at Lethbridge said the dis- 
ease is widespread in Lethbridge and 
Brooks areas of Alberta this year. 

Dr. G. B. Sanford, plant pathologist 
at Edmonton, said the disease also 
is severe in some parts of northern 
and central Alberta. 

Black stem of alfalfa is caused by. 
a fungus which develops best in cool, 
wet periods. Alberta. has 266,000 
acres of alfalfa this year. Black 
stems can cut production value by

a malting grade. This is because 
in most cases: the farmer has ne- 
glected to pay attention to certain 
‘fine details in the harvesting and 
threshing of his crop. The ‘crop 
should be cut sufficiently high so 
that enough straw is left to sup- 
port the swath. The swath should 
be laid on the stubble in such a 
way that the heads do not fall 
through and die on the ground, for 
soil. moisture will damage tthe ker- 
nels. 

When cut with a. binder the 


-|sheaves should be. picked up as 


quickly as possible and built care- 
fully into stooks. Some farmers 
cap the stooks and thresh the caps 
separately for feed. ‘ 

Malsters require the kernels to 
be plump, Well matured and of a 
rich golden colour. A crop of bar- 
ley intended for the malting 
grades, therefore, must not be cut 
until itis dead ripe, never on-the 
green side. Montcalm and Olli’ it 
has been found may be allowed to 
mature to a much riper state than 
is usual with O.A.C, 21 or other 
varieties.
